THE HAWAIIAN LABOUR QUESTION. 

The following: letter from ‘Gen, S, ©. 
! 
appears in the Hawaiian Gazette :-— 


T write on ‘necount of an. article which 
appeared in the Gazette of April 19th, on 
 Luborers' Quarters.” = ‘This tiatter in- 
terested me especiatly during my island 
visit in the Summor of 1880. ‘Thera seemed 
to be no difficulty us to the workmen's 
j rights or treatment. Knovking down 
Chinunen was a thingeof the past; for they 
go to law. for that: abscondiug Chinese 
with advance wages, and almost with in- 
Igy, gras rather tho order of the day.
